Broadly speaking, Socialism, 
as generally understood and generally con- 
demned in this country, means the doing 
by the State of such things as the indi- 
vidual citizen can do better for and by 
himself than the State can do them for 
him.

We 
cannot, briefly, divide all possible subjects 
of legislation into Socialistio and non. 
Socialistic. We must look at each separate
